Election Day wins 
solidify new territory 
for rights movement 

New York 

For years, foes of same-sex mar- 
riage had a potent talking point: 
They’d won every time the issue 
went to a popular vote. That win- 
ning streak has now been shattered 
in a multistate electoral sweep by 
gay marriage supporters — a his- 
toric tipping point likely to influ- 
ence other states and possibly even 
the Supreme Court. 

“It’s an astounding day,” said 
Kevin Cathcart of the gay-rights 
group Lambda Legal, adding that 
in 2004 alone the gay-marriage 
movement went 0-13 in statewide 
elections and was 0-32 overall 
since 1998. 

In Tuesday’s voting, however, 
Maine and Maryland became the 
first states ever to approve same- 
sex marriage by popular vote. 


Washington state seemed poised 
to follow suit, although slow ballot- 
counting there continued Wednes- 
day. And in Minnesota, voters 
rejected a proposal to place a ban 
on gay marriage in the state con- 
stitution, a step taken in past elec- 
tions in 30 other states.

Democratic takeovers of both 
legislative chambers in Colorado 
and Minnesota may also prompt 
moves there to extend legal rec- 
ognition to same-sex couples. In 
each state, the Democratic gover- 
nors, John Hickenlooper of Colo- 
rado and Mark Dayton of Minne- 
sota, would support such efforts. 

Whatever happens at the state- 
house level, the U.S. Supreme Court 


is also likely to become a pivotal 
battleground in the next phase of 
the gay-marriage debate. 

The justices are expected to con- 
front same-sex marriage in some 
form during the current term. 


The chairman of the leading 
advocacy group opposing same- 
sex marriage, John Eastman of the 
National Organization for Mar- 
riage, said it was possible that the

Heading into the election, same- 
sex marriage was legal in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Iowa, Vermont, 
New Hampshire, New York and the 
District of Columbia, in each case 
due to legislation or court orders 
rather than popular vote.

First came marijuana as medicine. 
Now comes legal pot for the people. 

Those who have argued for 
decades that legalizing and taxing 
weed would be better than a cost- 
ly, failed U.S. drug war have their 
chance to prove it, as Colorado and 
Washington became the first states 
to allow pot for recreational use. 

While the measures earned sup- 
port from broad swaths of the elec- 


torate in both states Tuesday, they 
are likely to face resistance fi'om fed- 
eral drug warriors. As of Wednes- 
day, authorities did not say whether 
they would challenge the new laws. 

Pot advocates say a fight is 
exactly what they want. 

“I think we are at a tipping 
point on marijuana policy,” said 
Brian Vicente, co-author of Col- 
orado’s marijuana measure. “We 
are going to see whether marijua- 
na prohibition survives, or wheth- 
er we should try a new and more 
sensible approach.” 

Soon after the measures passed, 
cheering people poured out of bars 
in Denver, the tangy scent of pot 


filling the air, and others in Seat- 
tle lit up in celebration. 

Authorities in Colorado, howev- 
er, urged caution. “Federal law still 
says marijuana is an illegal drug, 
so don’t break out the Cheetos or 
Goldfish too quickly,” said Demo- 
cratic Gov. John Hickenlooper, who 
opposed the measure. 

As the initial celebration dies 
down and the process to implement 
the laws progresses, other states 
and countries will be watching to 
see whether the measures can both 
help reduce money going to drug 
cartels and raise it for governments. 

Both measures remove crim- 
inal penalties for adults over 21 


possessing small amounts of the 
drug — the boldest rejection of pot 
prohibition laws passed across the 
country in the 1930s. 

Pot has come a long way since 
the 1960s, when it was a counter- 


culture fixture. In 1971, President 
Richard Nixon declared the War on 
Drugs. Twenty-five years later, Cal- 
ifornia approved medical marijua- 
na. Now, 17 states and D.C. allow

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Puerto Rico Backs U.S. Statehood 



But pro-statehood 
governor gets ousted 
in island election 

San Juan, Puerto Rico 

Puerto Ricans have endorsed U.S. 
statehood for the Caribbean island 
but also ousted the pro-statehood 
governor in a close election. 

Republican Gov. Luis Fortuno 
conceded defeat Wednesday to his 
main challenger, Alejandro Garcia 
Padilla, after concluding there were 
not enough outstanding ballots to 
close the gap. The margin in Tues- 
day’s vote was less than 1 percent. 
Garcia Padilla celebrated his vic- 


tory with supporters at party head- 
quarters. “I can assure you we have 
rescued Puerto Rico,” he said. 

Garcia Padilla is part of the Pop- 
ular Democratic Party, which wants 


Puerto Rico to remain a semiauton- 
omous U.S. commonwealth. 

Fortuno, as a member of the pro- 
statehood New Progressive Party, 
said he was pleased that 61 percent 


of voters endorsed becoming a U.S. 
state, though critics said the major- 
ity vote would not be enough to per- 
suade Congress to accept Puerto 
Rico into the union. 

The two-part referendum asked 
whether the island wanted to change 
its 114-year relationship with the U.S. 
Nearly 54 percent sought to change 
it, while 46 percent favored the sta- 
tus quo. The second question asked 
voters to choose from three options, 
with statehood by far the favorite, 
garnering 61 percent. 

The island is currently a U.S. 
territory whose inhabitants are 
U.S. citizens but prohibited from 
voting in presidential elections.

TO 
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storm Batters NYC, N. J. With Snow, Rain 


Nor’easter threatens 
to undo any progress 
made after Sandy 

New York 

A nor’easter blustered into New 
York and New Jersey on Wednes- 
day, bringing wet snow to some 
areas, knocking down tree limbs 
and power lines, and inflicting mis- 
ery all over again on tens of thou- 
sands of people still reeling from 
Superstorm Sandy. 

Under ordinary circumstanc- 
es, a storm of this sort wouldn’t 
be a big deal, but large swaths of 
the landscape were still an open 


wound, with the electrical sys- 
tem highly fragile and many of 
Sandy’s victims still mucking out 
their homes and cars and shiver- 
ing in the deepening cold. 

Thousands of people in low- 
lying neighborhoods staggered by 
the superstorm a little more than a 
week ago were warned to clear out. 
Authorities said rain and 60 mph 
gusts in the evening and overnight 
could swamp homes again, topple 
trees wrenched loose by Sandy, and 
erase some of the hard-won prog- 
ress made in restoring power to 
millions of customers. 

“I am waiting for the locusts 
and pestilence next,” New Jersey 
Gov. Chris Christie said. “We may 



take a setback in the next 24 hours.” 

Ahead of the storm, public 
works crews in New Jersey built 
up dunes to protect the stripped 
and battered coast, and new evac- 
uations were ordered in a number 
of communities already emptied by 
Sandy. New shelters opened. 

Airlines canceled at least 1,300 
U.S. flights in and out of the New 
York metropolitan area, and by the 
afternoon, the storm was bringing 
rain and wet snow to New York, 
New Jersey and to Philadelphia. 

“It’s like a sequel to a horror 
movie,” said James Alexander, a 
resident of the hard-hit Rocka-

The country’s future hinges on Obama

The people of a polarized nation just 
created a government that looks like 
them, and it sure looks a lot like the 
dysfunctional one now in place. The 
only hope for progress on jobs and 
everything else that matters is if Pres- 
ident Barack Obama and Republicans 
in Congress find fresh political incen- 
tive to compromise. 

For the good of the country. Or, 
this being Washington, the good of 
their party and their political survival. 

The nation’s dreaded gridlock is 
still a four-way intersection in which 
all the drivers think they have the 
right of way. 

A re-elected president says he has 
a mandate to raise taxes on the rich. 
The Republicans running the House 
say they have a mandate to stop tax 


hikes on anyone. The Democrats who 
lead the Senate say the election only 
strengthened their stand, but Senate 
Republicans still have enough votes 
to block what they don’t like. 

In the hours after the election, at 
least. Republicans and Democratic lead- 
ers said they are willing to steer toward 
compromise, as messy as it may be. 

Each side is assessing why and 
when to give ground in order to get 
business done, first on fiscal matters, 
and then perhaps on immigration laws. 

The White House in particular was 
waiting to see the next move from a 
Republican Party that lost not just the 
White House race but a little ground 
in the House and Senate. 

A look inside each camp’s polit- 
ical calculus shows voters may see 
some results. 

To start, the Congress and Obama

must act because they have created 
themselves a mess. Nothing big in 
Washington gets done without a pun- 
ishing deadline. 

Thanks to a series of deals and 
blown deadlines over the years, the 
nation on Jan. 1 is due to be hit with 
tax increases on millions of Ameri- 
cans, plus spending cuts that all sides 
agree would undermine the military 
and other basic government func- 
tions. The combined hit could throw 
the economy into recession.

► The expiration of Bush-era tax cuts on income, investments, 
married couples and families with children and inheritances.

» The expiration of unemployment benefits for the long-term jobless and a 
sharp cut in reimbursements for doctors participating in Medicare.

» The imposition of the alternative minimum tax on some 26 million households,

anew of a grand deal, not a quick fix. As 
envisioned, it would head off not just 
the looming fiscal clififbut also open the 
door for a serious look at reforming the 
nation’s system of taxation and mak- 
ing cost-saving reforms to sacred enti- 
tlement programs such as Medicare. 

House Speaker John Boehner offered 
an opening to Obama on Wednesday. 
“Let’s rise above the dysfunction and 
do the right thing together,” he said. 

Of course, Boehner and Obama 
famously fell ff at when they reached 
for such a bargain in 2011, as the coun- 
try careened toward a perilous default. 
Boehner said Obama changed the terms, 
while the White House groused that 
Boehner could not corral House Repub- 
licans who did not want to hand Obama 
a victory before his re-election bid. 

“It’s not gravy anymore. It’s not 
optional,” said Jim Papa of Global 
Strategy Group, who used to work 
in the Obama White House legisla- 
tive office as well as for Democrats in 
the House and Senate. “It’s viewed as 


something that must get done for the 
future of the country. So all that’s left 
is to figure out how to do it. And that’s 
what’s different from last time.” 

Yet a conflict remains that goes to 
the core of the fight — and to the core 
of the election. Obama insists he will 
not go for a deal that extends tax cuts 
for incomes more than $250,000. He 
thinks his win gave a mandate on that 
critical point, and exit poUs showed most 
voters agreed. Boehner said the House 
would consider raising tax revenue by 
fixing the tax code and boosting the 
economy, but not through higher rates. 

There are signs of hope for com- 
promise. Karen Fitzgerald of Miami 
was all but grieving Republican Mitt 
Romney’s loss to Obama. Throughout 
the election, her friends, most of whom 
are Democrats, had chided the Repub- 
licans on Facebook. On Wednesday, she 
saw a different theme in their posts. 

“Now they’re all saying we need to 
work together and be united,” she said.

Republicans disagree

Having lost the popular vote in five 
of the past six presidential elections. 
Republicans plunged Wednesday into 
an intense period of self-examina- 
tion, blame-setting and testy debate 
over whether their party needs seri- 
ous change or just some minor tweaks. 

The fallout will help determine 
whether the GOP might return to 
heights approximating the Ronald Rea- 
gan years or, as some fear, suffer even 
deeper losses as Democratic-leaning 
Hispanics increase in number. “The 
party is clearly in some sort of identi- 
ty crisis,” said Rick Tyler, a past aide to 
former House Speaker Newt Gingrich. 

Hard-core conservatives called for a 
wholesale shift to resolutely right posi- 
tions on social and fiscal matters. Some 
demanded that party leaders resign. 

Establishment Republicans large- 
ly shrugged off the tirades. But they 
split into two main camps themselves.

portending potentially lengthy soul- 
searching, especially in Congress. 

One group calls for calm and a 
steady course. It emphasizes that the 
party still controls the House and notes 
that Obama’s popular-vote margin was 
smaller than in 2008.

After losing at-large 
race, candidate has 
new council plans 

Washington 

One day after he lost his bid for an 
at-large seat on the D.C. Council, 
A.J. Cooper said he’s already mak- 
ing plans to compete in the upcom- 
ing special election to fill the city- 
wide council seat left vacant by Phil 
Mendelson’s election as chairman. 

Cooper, 32, tied for fifth place 
in Tuesday’s election in which 
challenger David Grosso defeat- 
ed incumbent Michael Brown, an 
Independent, for one of two at-large 


seats on the D.C. Council. Vincent 
Orange retained his seat. 

Despite his relatively lackluster 
showing, which he partially attrib- 
uted to his late entry into the race. 
Cooper said he mounted an aggres- 
sive campaign that has him con- 
vinced he will be a credible candi- 
date in the special election. 

Cooper will likely be entering 
a crowded field for Mendelson’s 
at-large seat. Ward 1 school board 
member Patrick Mara, Ward 1 com- 
munity activist Bryan Weaver and 
D.C. Democratic Committee Chair- 
woman Anita Bonds have all been 
mentioned as potential candidates. 

Brown also could choose to 
enter the race to rejoin the council.

But in an interview early Wednes- 
day morning after he was defeated 
by Grosso, Brown said it was pre- 
mature to speculate on his polit- 


ical future. 

The D.C. Board of Elections has 
not yet set the date of the special 
election, but officials have said it 
will likely be this spring. 

“I think I can win and think the 
voters of D.C. need to be able to get 
another new council member who 
represents the residents of the city,” 
said Cooper, policy director of the 
D.C. Campaign to Prevent Teen 
Pregnancy. “I think a lot of people 
in this city voted for me, and I think 
a lot more are becoming aware of 
who I am as a candidate and they 
would like to vote for me.” 

His aunt is Peggy Cooper Cafi'itz, 
a former school board member.

Oxon Hill, Md.

Andrew Luck plays Thursday night. 
Robert Griffin III has the week 
off. Thus, the questions people 
in Indianapolis and Washington, 
and elsewhere, have asked for two 
months — Who’s better? By how 
much? Why? — are delayed if only 
for a few days. 

“You always did that with Elway 
and Marino,” Redskins coach Mike 
Shanahan said last week. “Those 
are natural. You think about the 
whole class, but especially the guys 


that really play at a high level, it’s 
natural to watch and compare.” 

Luck was born Sept. 12, 1989. 
Griffin arrived exactly five months 
later. By virtue of this happy coinci- 
dence of chronology — not to men- 
tion their strong right arms, their 
quick minds, their positions as the 
first and second players taken in the 
NFL draft and their arrival to sorry 
teams that started them immedi- 
ately — we are halfway through 
the first season in which Luck and 
Griffin will be compared in every 
aspect of their games.

NFL. There are going to be mis- 
takes made. I’ve seen guys that 
have been in the league 10 years 
get humiliated. But neither of these 
guys has been humiliated.” 

Since 1998, two quarterbacks 
have been taken among the first 
three picks in the draft just three 
other times — Peyton Manning and 
Ryan Leaf at one and two in 1998;

Hokies need 2 wins

Virginia Tech’s goals for the season 
have withered greatly. What start- 
ed as hopes of contending for the 
national championship or at least 
the ACC title has been reduced to 
merely qualifying for a bowl game. 

The Hokies (4-5, 2-3 Atlantic 
Coast Conference) need to win two 
of their last three to become bowl 
eligible for the 20th season in a row. 
And with No. 8 Florida State com- 
ing to town Thursday night, coach 
Frank Beamer is putting the focus 
on “team” and not looking back or 
pointing fingers, but getting better. 

Virginia Tech has struggled 
in all three phases of the game at 
times this season, rarely seeing its 
offense produce points, its defense 
make stops and its special teams 
excel all in the same game. 

In the Hokies’ 30-12 loss to 
Miami on Thursday night, the

Iconic Texas Coach Dies at 88 


College Football 

A son of Depression-era Oklaho- 
ma, Darrell Royal came to Texas to 
take over a sleeping giant of a foot- 
ball program. Over 20 years, his 
folksy approach to sports and life, 
his inventive wishbone offense and 
a victory in the “Game of the Cen- 
tury” — where President Richard 
Nixon declared his team nation- 
al champion — made him an icon. 

Royal, who won two national 
titles and turned the Longhorns 
into a national power, died Wednes- 
day at age 88 of complications from

cardiovascular disease, a school 
spokesman said. Royal also had 
suffered from Alzheimer’s disease. 

Royal didn’t have a losing season 
in his 23 years as a head coach at 
Texas, Mississippi State and Wash- 
ington. Known for their defenses 
and punishing running attacks, 
his Texas teams boasted a 167-47- 
5 record from 1957 to 1976, the best 
mark in the nation over that period. 

“It was fun,” Royal said in 2007. 
“All the days I was coaching at 
Texas, I knew this would be my 
last coaching job. I knew it when 
I got here.” jim vertuno (ap)

Photo Development 


Fine arts, journaUsnn and pop 
culture collide at FotoWeekDC 

FotoWeekDC’s citywide celebration 
of all things photographic, running 
Friday through Nov. 18, celebrates its 
fifth birthday this year — which is 
practically forever in photography years. 
The medium’s landscape has changed 
significantly in that time: Digital 
photography has now nearly edged out 
film entirely for amateurs as well as pros. 
And the evolving quality of smartphone 
cameras, along with the rise of apps 
such as Instagram, has made capturing 
and sharing the art of daily life easy for 
everyone (and even a bit addictive). To Theo 
Adamstein, the founder of the nonprofit 
FotoDC, which organizes FotoWeekDC, all 
of these developments mean the festival 
is more important than ever. “It’s an 
exuberant time in photography,” he says. 
Here are a few of the exhibits we’re excited

101 Photos for 
Press Freedom 

A show of work by internationally 
renowned photojournalists — from 
Reporters Without Borders and the 
Magnum Photos agency — is among 
FotoWeekDC’s more cerebral shows. 
“101 Photos for Press Freedom” began 
as a book to celebrate RWB’s 25th anni- 
versary (sales account for a third of 
the organization’s revenue, according 


to D.C. director Delphine Halgand). 

The photos, taken by big names 
including Robert Capa and Henri 
Cartier-Bresson, capture moments from 
some of the most memorable social 
and political events of the past centu- 
ry, including the Spanish Civil War, the 
fall of the Berlin Wall and the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict. 

The most recent image — Paolo Pel- 
legrin’s shot of earthquake aftermath 


in Haiti — was taken in 2010. It’s an 
arresting, strangely calm black-and- 
white image showing a jagged crack 
down the center of an empty road. 

“Every picture will tell you about 
a very important moment in history,” 
Halgand says, “but they are all artis- 
tically very nice pictures, too.” 


An Insta-Success 

New to FotoWeekDC is an Instagram 
contest, which began accepting 
public submissions in mid-October 
via @fotoweekcontest on the photo- 
sharing app. The winning images, 
chosen in early November, will 
be shown at the Warner Building. 
FotoDC founder Theo Adamstein 
said the contest — which he and 
other organizers judged — surpassed 
expectations: Within two days, more 
than 1,000 photos were submitted. 


Uncover/Discover 

FotoWeekDC’s annual regional curated 
exhibition showcases the work of pho- 
tographers from D.C., Maryland and 
Virginia. Washingtonian Bill Crandall 
is among the 10 featured artists who 
made it through the selection process. 

The five black-and-white photos in 
Crandall’s “Uncover/Discover” series 
were all taken in Washington over the 
past two years, as part of an ongoing 
project to document whatw he calls 
“ephemeral” moments from “the real 
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D.C., where people actually live, 
not the monumental D.C. or the 
federal city.” Those include pho- 
tos shot on U Street, in Columbia 
Heights and in other neighbor- 
hoods that have been transition- 
ing in recent years. 

“Even though it’s a documenta- 
ry series, it’s quite personal and a 
bit abstract,” he says. “Some peo- 
ple have called the photos dittle 
dark fairy tales.’” 

Come Together 

Organized by Alison Zavos, found- 
er of the photography website 
Feature Shoot, and photography 
curator Amanda Gorence, “Come 
Together” is a lighthearted trib- 
ute to classic pop music, showcas- 
ing works that represent and ref- 
erence the titles of Beatles songs. 
The connections are often pret- 
ty literal: “Rocky Raccoon,” for 
instance, pairs a picture of a rac- 
coon with one of a rock. 

To assemble the show, Zavos 
and Gorence called for public sub- 
missions and picked works from 
both emerging and professional 
photographers. 

“It’s meant to be a really fun, 
accessible show,” Zavos says. “It’s 
something I feel people across gen- 
erations can all have fun with.”

When Gary Clark Jr. tells an audi- 
ence “you gonna know my name 
by the end of the night,” it’s not a 
warning; it’s practically a guaran- 
tee. The 28-year-old Austin, Texas, 
bluesman spent the summer mak- 
ing that line from his song “Bright 
Lights” his mantra. Clark played 
festival after festival, doing his 
best to ensure that there wasn’t 
a music lover on the planet who 
didn’t know his name. 

The relentless touring was in 
preparation for “Blak and Blu,” 
Clark’s major-label debut released 
by Warner Bros, last month. 


since he was 12, and his pedigree 
speaks for itself His first perfor- 
mance at an Austin club — when he 
was 14 — came at the request of Clif- 
ford Antone, owner of Antone’s, the 
legendary Austin venue that helped 
launch Stevie Ray Vaughan’s career. 
As Clark started to define his sound, 
Vaughan’s brother, Jimmie Vaughan, 
took him under his wing as a men- 
. By the time Clark turned 18, 
he’d become such a star around 
town that Austin’s mayor had 
honored him by naming May 3, 
2001, Gary Clark Jr. Day. 


The Black Keys

Before the 
band had even played a public show, 
it signed with venerable country/ 
bluegrass label Sugar Hill Records 
and released its debut, “Feast of the 
Hunter’s Moon,” in 2010. 

With the recently released fol- 


low-up, “A Tear in the Eye Is a 
Wound in the Heart,” the band’s 
mission remains the same: Keep it 
casual, even when touring. 

“We’ll go tour for three or four 
shows, then come home,” Funk 
says. “It feels like a long weekend 
celebrating music instead of hav- 
ing to promote, promote, promote.” 

In addition to the new album. 
Black Prairie also wrote music for 
“Storm in the Barn,” a play at the 
Oregon Children’s Theater, and 
released a limited- edition single 
featuring the Shins’ James Mercer. 

The band has turned into a pri- 
mary outlet rather than a mere 
Decemberists side project. “Black 
Prairie feels very necessary and

It’s a little odd to be talking to 
author Barbara Kingsolver about 
her new novel, “Flight Behavior,” 
which focuses on climate change, 
while Superstorm Sandy is roaring 
outside, threatening trees, power 
lines and — most worrisome for a 
reporter — the phone. 

“Is that odd, or is that not odd?” 
says Kingsolver from her western 
Virginia farm, where snow was fall- 
ing outside her window. “I guess 
that’s the question, whether this 
crazy weather is the new normal.”

In “Flight Behavior,” Dellaro- 
bia Turnbow, an unhappy Appala- 
chian farm wife, hikes up a moun- 
tain and finds millions of confused 
monarch butterflies that are sup- 
posed to be in Mexico. 

Every resident of (fictional) 
Feathertown, Tenn., has an opin- 
ion about what the winged visitors 
mean. Dellarobia’s church feels 
they’re a sign of God’s grace. A sci- 
entist who comes to town thinks 
they’re a symptom of global warm- 


ing. And no one can get the other 
side to just shut up and listen. 

The result is a fracturing that 
mirrors America’s division over the 
existence, causes and results of cli- 
mate change. Dellarobia describes 
the rift at one point as “Team Camo 
or Team Latte.” 

Kingsolver, a biologist by train- 
ing, didn’t intend the novel to be 


a sneak attack on climate-change 
deniers, a way to get them to come 
over to her side. 

“The climate has already 
changed,” she says. “That’s the 
world I’m living in. What I want- 
ed to write about is, why can’t we 
talk about it? Disagreement should 
be a healthy thing, and instead, 
now, disagreement is debilitation.” 


“The 

Poisonwood 
Bible” (1998) 

Kingsolver's 
Pulitzer Prize- 
nominated 
novel looks at 
the relationship 
between colonization and religious 
fundamentalism using the tale 
of the Price family, missionaries 
serving in the Congo in the 1960s. 

“The Bean

Kingsolver, who founded the 
Bellwether Prize in 2000 to pro- 
mote what she terms “socially 
responsible literature,” is an active 
proponent of liberal causes.

They are real 
people for whom the very term

Abe Lincoln and 007: 
rivals in blockbusters, 
brothers in badassery 

Film 

A British invasion wasn’t high on 
Abraham Lincoln’s list of worries. 
Until now. 

This week, Steven Spielberg’s 
Oscar-bait biopic “Lincoln” opens 
in D.C. on the same day as “Sky- 
fall,” the latest installment in the 
James Bond series. It’s Abe versus 
007, badass versus badass. One 
loves the ladies, gadgets and offing 
baddies. The other writes world- 
changing speeches on the backs 


of envelopes and unites countries. 

Objectively speaking. Bond 
and Lincoln are equally awesome, 
though in radically different ways. 
Bond’s cabinet would probably be 
less a “team of rivals” than “guys 
who do what I say or I kill them”; 
Lincoln would probably not be into 
high-speed car chases. But both 
men do share a fondness for the 
latest gadgets. 

“Lincoln grew up understand- 
ing from a young age that old tech- 
nology wasn’t working to the ben- 
efit of common folks like him,” 
says James Cornelius, curator of 
the Lincoln Collection at the Abra- 
ham Lincoln Presidential Library 
and Museum in Springfield, 111. 


The Great Emancipator was an 
early adopter of technology, the 
19th-century version of a guy stand- 
ing in line for the newest iPhone. 
Which back then was a telegraph. 

“It was only about three years 
ago that a woman on our staff 
discovered how early Lincoln had 
sent a telegram,” Cornelius says. 
“It was in 1848, from Philadel- 
phia to Springfield. He had gone 
to the national Whig Party con- 
vention and reported back to the 
paper here by telegraph, four years 
after it had been tested.” 

Technology doesn’t always work 
as intended. In “Never Say Never 
Again,” Bond’s exploding pen 
doesn’t react immediately when 


pointed at villain Fatima Blush. In 
Lincoln’s case, one episode of failed 
tech may have prevented disaster. 

“If there had been a working 
transatlantic cable, we would have 
gone to war against England over 
the Trent Affair,” Cornelius says. 
The Union Navy arrested the Con- 
federate diplomats to Britain and 
France, who were traveling on the 
Trent, a British steamer, in 1861. 
Since the cable wasn’t functional, 
news had to travel via ship, nego- 
tiations dragged out for weeks, 
and everyone got a chance to chill. 

Though Lincoln and Bond like 
their toys, there are some major 
differences between these two. 
Bond’s military service (he’s a com- 


mander in the Royal Navy), along 
with his MI- 6 training, gives him 
the ability to kill people in many 
creative ways; Lincoln served in 
the Illinois state militia but never 
saw combat. Bond likes his drinks 
shaken, not stirred; Lincoln bare- 
ly touched the stuff 

The sharpest line separating 
Bond from Lincoln is experience 
with women. Bond has encoun- 
tered many willing and able sex 
partners; Abe, not so much.

“He was physically awkward, 
and he often made jokes about 
his own ungainliness,” Cornelius 
says. “Yet, power is attractive, and 
there are hints that women found 
him appealing when he was pres- 
ident.” Which could have upped 
his success rate, except that he 
was married to a woman who was 
not inclined to look the other way. 

“Mary [Todd Lincoln] was kind 
of insanely jealous,” Cornelius says, 
adding that the first lady once 
freaked out when a general’s wife 
rode her horse a little too close to 
the president’s. “It was a complete 
embarrassment to everybody pres- 
ent,” Cornelius says. 

There’s just no way you’d catch 
Honey Ryder being so jealous.

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Daily deals company 
LivingSocial branches 
out with interactive 
culinary experiences

Standing in a crowd of strangers on 
the third floor of the LivingSocial 
building at 918 F St. NW in Penn 
Quarter, I know I’m going to have 
fun when the wiener puns start 
flying. 

“Don’t be a braaaat tonight,” 
chirps the cheerful young event 
emcee. The crowd groans good- 
naturedly, and my friend turns to 
me conspiratorially: “Ugh. German 
sausage jokes are the wurst.” 

I’m here for a seminar on 
sausage-making, one in a series of 
weeknight culinary classes, pop- 
up dinners and tastings led by top 
D.C. chefs and organized by online 
daily deals company LivingSocial. 
Tonight, the star guru is Kyle Bailey, 
executive chef at Birch & Barley, 
and a surprise guest is his wife. 


Tiffany Macisaac, acclaimed pastry 
chef for the restaurant group that 
owns Birch & Barley. (Other local 
chefs have included Mike Isabella of 
Grafifiato and “Top Chef’ fame, Erik 
Bruner-Yang of Toki Underground 
and Ramon Martinez, head chef 
atjaleo.) 

New this year, the events are an 
expanding part of LivingSocial’s 
strategy. The company hopes 
to increase its non-daily-deals 
offerings from a quarter to half of 
its business. 

“When people ask, ‘What should 
I do? What should I try that’s 
new?’ we want to be the answer 
to that question,” says company 
spokesman Brendan Lewis. 

(Living Social is led by Tim 
O’Shaughnessy, who is a son-in-law 
of Donald E. Graham, chairman of 
The Washington Post Co.) 

The events seem to be reaching 
a wide demographic. There’s a 
speakeasy in the basement of 
the LivingSocial building where 
customers can gather for a drink 
after their classes and events.

And in the second-floor lounge, 
where people gather beforehand, 
the crowd ranges from bearded, 
tattooed dudes to cute older 
couples. Even my mom was there 
for a wine-and-cheese tasting. 

As you would expect from a 
company like LivingSocial, the 
facility is loaded with high-tech 
touches. In the classroom, each row 
of freestanding cooking stations has 


room for 10 students working in 
pairs, and the chefs stand at a large 
range at the front flanked by cameras 
and lights. Video screens help those 
of us in the back follow the action 
up front; cameras show the chefs 
cooking stations, so you always get 
a close-up view of his work. 

On this night, each participant 
gets a packet of instructions with 
two recipes, one for a gingery 


English breakfast patty and the 
other a classic Italian link sausage. 
The class covers grinding, casing 
and cooking and the practical 
ways to customize the process. 
Bailey is an enthusiastic instructor, 
and he and Macisaac pause their 
demonstration often to walk 
around, offering tips, assistance 
and frequent praise. 

“You must be feeling so proud,” 
Bailey enthuses while looking at 
a trio of sausages cooking on our 
station’s gas-powered burner. “I’m 
feeling happy just watching you 
guys make these.” Macisaac follows, 
making sure a pair of my neighbors 
are having a good time. The biscuits 
she shares certainly help with that. 

The best thing about the classes, 
Bailey says, is the opportunity to 
meet and interact with people.

“When you are back in the 
kitchen, you don’t get to see your 
customers very often,” he says.

Cooking should never be a dry 
event, and the class’s $69 price 
tag comes with two seasonal 
beers selected to complement the 
sausages. About an hour into the 
event, after being warned about 
monitoring the levels of our burners 
lest we “smoke the place out,” the 
fire alarm goes off Soon after, a 
LivingSocial rep comes in to tell us 
that, as an apology for the noise, 
everyone in the class will get a 
third beer. 

I see more than one of my 
classmates surreptitiously 
raise the heat on his burners.

When I eat out on ever-changing, of- 
the-nnonnent 14th St. NW, I expect to 
have a good nneaL. What I don't expect 
is to have a connpLeteLy new food 
experience. 

The Drafting Table (1529 14th St. 
NW; Draftingtabledc.conn), which 
opened Last nnonth, has accomplished 
the unexpected. Its 
menu, full of great riffs 
on American fare, in- 
troduced me to kaya 
toast. 

A southeast Asian 
street food that owner 
Aaron Gordon first 
encountered at a pub 
outside of Sydney, Australia, when he 
Lived there 20 years ago, kaya toast 
seems strange to the uninitiated: It 
consists of toasted mini-sandwiches 
filled with smooth “coconut jam," 
served alongside sunny-side-up 
eggs doused in soy broth. To eat the 
shareable dish as an appetizer or main 
course, you dip a sandwich into the 
runny egg yolk and soy broth (don’t 
forget to eat the egg white with a fork 
afterward, too). 

Combining eggs of any consistency 
with sweet foods is a tough sell for me. 
But I am really into the coconut jam 
sandwiches by themselves. Chef Ciji 
Wagner tells me the jam is technically 
more of a custard, made with 
Lemongrass-fLavored coconut milk. 
Whatever it is, it’s addictive. 

Would I order kaya toast again 
for myself? Maybe not. But I’LL surely 
recommend it the next time a friend 
asks for something new. The dish is 
so unusual (at Least in these parts) 
that it’s worth trying.

Lebanese fast-food 
staples find a home 
on H Street NE at 
the petite Shawafel 

Possibly the most scenic wall on H 
Street NE exhibits cedars against 
mountains at the tiny Shawafel. 
Only the lack of a breeze reminds 
me Fm gazing at a photograph. 

“Every time I look at it,” says 
owner Alberto Sissi, a native of 
Lebanon, “it reminds me of home.” 

The novice restaurateur’s short 
menu of dips, salads and sandwich- 
es brings his country a little closer 
to Washington, too. Smoky 
baba ghanouj is eggplant 
seemingly mashed with a 
campfire. Garlicky hum- 
mus tastes bright with 
lemon juice and rich with 
lashings of olive oil. Lamb 
carved from a spit is bundled 
with tomato, parsley, pickles and 
more — a sandwich that would be 


improved with more-flavorful pita 
bread. Fm just as happy to go meat- 
less, and ask for flash-fried 
cauliflower and tahini as 
a filling for a sandwich. 

Sissi, who opened his 
24-seater a year ago in 
August, says that while 
many of his American cus- 
tomers figure the french fry- 
stuffed pita is a nod to their affection 
for spuds, the sandwich is a fast-food 


staple in Lebanon. (This customer 
prefers the hand-cut fries by them- 
selves; a dusting of dried thyme, ses- 
ame seeds and sumac negates any 
thought of using ketchup.) 

Falafel with pickled turnips 
are good. Fattoush in pomegran- 
ate dressing makes a sorry salad. 

Trees and mountains are just 
part of Shawafel’s charm. Brushed- 
aluminum stools a palette of soft 
blue and silver encourage you to 


eat in rather than carry out. 

Like the nearby H &Pizza and 
Dangerously Delicious Pies, the 
counter-service Shawafel stays 
open till wee hours on weekends: 
3 a.m. on Fridays and Saturdays. 
As a manager told me, “We have 
the basic drink foods covered.”

Target and Wal-Mart 
sell similar products 
but promote vastly 
different lifestyles 

Shopping 

Along interstate highways and 
in suburban town centers, some- 
times separated by nothing more 
than parking lots, stand the war- 
ring titans of modern retail, shil- 
ling flat-screen televisions next to 
fortified milk. 

Here, they battle for the heart 
and wallet of the American shop- 
per. And your allegiance is as tell- 
ing as your taste in cable news or 
the contents of your Netflix queue: 
Are you cloaked in Target’s bull’s- 
eye red or Wal-Mart’s royal blue? 

“I don’t like Wal-Mart,” said 
Nadirah Moreland, 39, in the shoe 
aisle of the Columbia Heights Target. 
She says Target is “kinder, gentler. 
They don’t aggressively usurp mom- 
and-pop stores like Wal-Mart does.” 


“I’ve been to a Target once,” said 
Vanessa Cruz, 29, while perusing 
children’s clothes at a Wal-Mart in 
Fairfax. “Target has beautiful stuff, 
but I don’t go there. The prices are 
different. Wal-Mart is cheaper, and 
they have everything.” 

Each has its loyalists — and no 
wonder. The stores market vast- 
ly different versions of American 
exceptionalism: Wal-Mart champi- 
ons efficiency, thrift. Target offers 
style, aspiration. Wal-Mart gives us 
low prices on everything we need. 
Target tells us what we want. 

Yet the companies have much in 
common. “The remarkable thing,” 
said Charles Fishman, author of 
“The Wal-Mart Effect,” “is that 80 
percent of the stuff in Target and 
Wal-Mart is identical.” The prices

are often identical, too. 

Target and Wal-Mart are, in 
short, the fraternal twins of Amer- 
ican retail — sharing much of the 
same DNA, yet strikingly different.

Pax Americana gave birth to dis- 
count shopping, with Target, Wal- 


Mart, Kmart and Kohl’s all sprout- 
ing up in America’s heartland. The 
economy was booming and the con- 
cept ingenious: Replace seasonal 
sales by selling discounted goods 
year-round. Discounters catered to 
the haves and have-mores, antici- 
pating the have-it-now culture that 
characterizes modem consumerism. 

For Wal-Mart and Target, suc- 
cess was born of the Southern and 
Midwestern values championed by 
their respective founders. Sam Wal- 
ton couldn’t have known his dis- 
counter would one day become the 
world’s largest private employer.

Book Review 

It’s June 1964, and Pete Townsh- 
end, the son of a big-band clari- 
netist and saxophonist, is playing a 
cacophonous rock gig in west Lon- 



don when he accidentally thrusts his 
guitar through the club’s ceiling. “I 
make a split-sec- 
ond decision,” he 
later recalls, “and 
in a mad fren- 
zy, I thrust the 
damaged guitar 
up into the ceil- 
ing over and over 
again. ... I hold the [splintered] gui- 
tar up to the crowd triumphantly. 


I haven’t smashed it; I’ve sculpted 
it for them.” 

It is such a paradoxical sight 
— a musician silencing his instru- 
ment — that fans will bay for more, 
and in later concerts with the Who, 
Townshend won’t be able to leave 
the stage until he’s standing over 
the wreckage of his Rickenbacker. 

Is it any wonder we come to 
Townshend’s memoir “Who I Am” 
($32.50, Harper) with high expecta-

tions? Unfortunately, we get preten- 
tiousness: “I dedicate this book to 
the artist in all of us.” We get thera- 
py: endless rehashing of selfishness 
and alcoholism and workaholism. 

It all makes you long for the 
angry yobbo who got kicked out of 
every Holiday Inn in the world and 
raged at the Queen Mum for hav- 
ing his Lincoln Continental towed. 

That guy has grown up (he’s 67 
now) and has become by his own 
testimony “a mouse, albeit a mouse 
with mood-swings.” So he didn’t 
die before he got old, but it might 
have been better if the book had.
